Sen. Kennedy suggested Tuesday 


that the next administration should try to bring Com- 
munist China into the Geneva negotiations for a nu- 


clear test ban. 


The Massachusetts Democrat, 
emphasizing that he would not fa- 
vor recognition “without a gen- 
uine change in her belligerent at- 
titude,” told the Senate. that a re- 
assessment of this country’s 
China policy should nevertheless 
be undertaken by the next presi- 
dent. 


The present policy, he said, had 
“failed dismally”’ to weaken Com- 
munist rule on the mainland, to 
prevent the steady growth of 
Communist strength there and to 
provide “real solutions to the 
problems of a militant China.” 


As a first step toward improv- 
ing “communications with main- 
land China,”’ he said, “‘perhaps a 
way could be found to bring the 
Chinese into the nuclear test ban 
talks at Geneva, so that the So- 
viets could not continue their 
atomic tests on the mainland of 
China without inspection, and be- 
cause Chinese possession of atom- 


Explosion Hits Atom Sub; 
Ship Dives to Douse Fire 


PEARL HARBOR, Hawaii (UPI)—A fire and explosion occurred 
aboard the atomic submarine Sargo in Pearl Harbor Tuesday night 
as liquid oxygen was being pumped aboard and naval officers 
plunged the vessel beneath the surface of Pearl Harbor to put out 


the blaze. 


A Navy spokesman said the 
sub’s atomic reactors had been 
sealed off and there was “no 
threat of them spreading radia- 
tion.” 


The fire broke out at the sub- 
marine pier and witnesses said 
smoke was still billowing up from 
the vessel 45 minutes later.

A Navy spokesman said there 
were no known casualties. 


The spokesman said the fire 
was located in the stern room of 
the sub. It started from a rupture 
in the liquid oxygen line being 
used to supply the vessel. 

Two other non-atomic subs and 
a submarine rescue ship were 
moved to other docks as a pre- 
cautionary measure.

WASHINGTON (#\—The Senate Banking Commit- 
tee whittled down its housing bill to $1,381,500,000 Tues- 
day and sent it to the Senate for early action. 


To meet the threat of a presiden- | 
tial veto, the committee trimmed 
out 200 million dollars, 150 million 
of it from the 300-million-dollar 
item for direct loans to veterans 
and 50 milion from the 120-mil- 
lion-dollar fund proposed for farm 
housing. 


The bill still remained much in 
excess of what President Eisen- 
hower asked 


Its biggest single item is 500 
million dollars for loans to build 
college dormitories. Many college 
officials have asked for the help, 
reporting that an expected surge 
in enrollment can not be handled 
without it.

Schools Seek 
Help to Get 
Health Site 


Georgia senators and repre- 
sentatives may be asked to help 
the Atlanta Board of Education 
get the old Fulton County health 
building adjacent to the Atlanta 
City Hall without paying $143,- 
703.71 to the U.S. Public Health 
Service. 


The board has passed a reso- 
lution asking school administra- 
tion officials to open negotiations 
with a view to inducing the fed- 
etal agency to cancel the sum, 
which the city agreed to pay if 
the structure ever ceased to be 
used for health purposes. 


‘When it was built the federal, 
state and city governments 
joined to finance it, but the 

ment was that the city 
would pay the other participat- 
img governments their share of 
the cost if the structure was 
abandoned as a health facility. 


The city already has paid the 
state. School board members 
have urged the city to make the 
structure available for use as 
administrative offices.

Administrator Wellborn R. Ellis 
sdid the increased demand will 
come from the transfer of 120 
persons from the present county 
alms house to the new Highview 
Nursing Home, which will be 
operated by Battle Hill Haven, 
Incorporated. 


Ellis said the Welfare depart- 
ment will be faced with requests 
for increased grants to alms 
house residents in order to pay 


the per patient cost of operating 
the new facility. 


And once the home opens, 
Board Chairman R. E. Dorough 
warned, ‘“‘terrific’ pressure will 
be brought on board members 
from -relatives of older persons 
trying to get them admitted to 
the facility. 


The new nursing home is ex- 
pected to be in operation in No- 
vember or December.

Let’s Drill for Oil 


Gov. Vandiver correctly sees no rea- 
son to drag out a decision on the three 
bids for Georgia offshore oil rights. 
Prompt and decisive response is owed to 
these bidders. The state should encourage 
oil explorers; it will alienate them if it 
leaves their bids on a hook while the 
Mineral Leasing Commission studies up 
on the unfamiliar subject of tideland oil. 

The commission needs time to study. 
The bids were invited in haste. In the ab- 
sence of specifications from the state the 
three bids cannot be accurately compared. 
Thus if one were accepted it would not 
be fair to the other two. 


The path of fairness to all three would 
therefore seem to be an invitation to them 
to resubmit their bids in comparable 
form specified by the state at a later time. 


And in specifying the form, the com- 
mission can draw lessons from oil-pro- 
ducing states that fell into traps through 
inexperience and drifted into gas and oil 
scandals. 

Louisiana, as Jack Nelson reported, 
fumbled for 27 years before it got or- 
ganized in 1937 with a 15-citizen State 
Mineral Board set up to evaluate bids with 
the advice of the attorney general, the 
state geologist and state engineers. 

Before Louisiana organized its pro- 
gram, two producing wells kept more 
than 100,000 acres tied up in leases. “The 
state had just failed to realize the poten- 
tial of its great mineral wealth,” said 
C. J. Bonnecarrere, secretary of the Loui- 
siana board. 

Georgia’s people may recognize the 
potential of mineral wealth by noting 
Louisiana now operates with a budget 
twice the size of Georgia’s, and 60 per 
cent of its revenue is derived from oil. 

Such revenue would ease a lot of pain 
here. So let us encourage explorers to 
come, bid and drill—but under terms 
drawn with care to assure fairness to the 
bidders while protecting the people’s 
wealth.

Ike’s Journey to Japan 
May Yet Be Triumph 


President FEisenhower’s spectacular 
welcome to the Philippines is heartwarm- 
ing to all Americans. It dispels some of 
the doubt about his wisdom in going 
through with the trip and helps erase the 
propaganda effects of the Communist-in- 
spired Tokyo riots. 

While the hero-image of Eisenhower 
accounts in part for the welcoming 
crowds wherever he goes, that is not all 
of it. Behind it is a genuine respect for 
the American chief of state and a reser- 
voir of good will for the country he rep- 
resents. And the Philippines, so recently 
granted their independence by the United 
States, stand as a living example of con- 
trast between American and Communist 
methods. 


The President’s trip to Japan may 
yet prove a triumph. After all, the rioters 
in Tokyo were a small minority in what 
is today the world’s largest city. News 
from the Japanese capital that the ten- 
sions have eased is heartening indeed, 
although there are likely to be additional 
demonstrations. 


The decision to go ahead with the jour- 
ney was carefully weighed and the odds 
said go. The President has gained stature 
in the eyes of the world, especially of 
Asians. And his welcome in Manila sug- 
gests one reason why Khrushchev did not 
want him in Russia.

Will Teacher Pay Be 
Short-Circuited Again? 


The State Board of Education yester- 
day refused to take action—by a 4-4 tie 
vote—on a resolution that would have 
requested local boards to allot the $200 
additional state money per teacher to 
teacher salaries. 


There appears to be some doubt 
whether the state board has authority 
to set down an absolute rule that the 
allotted funds be used for salaries. This 
may be true but it was the announced 
purpose of the administration that the 
increased state support be so used. That 
purpose should be carried out. 


Heze again is demonstrated the in- 
equities of state school financing. Some 
systems which already are far above the 
state scale are tempted to divert the 
funds to other uses—such as hiring ad- 
ditional teachers for growing enrollments 
and for administrative expenses. Counties 
already low on local support would like to 
shift more of their burden to the state at 
the expense of teachers. Thus is defeated 
the objective of raising instructional 
standards. 


The state’s system of financing educa- 
tion—as with the charge-back formula— 
actually discourages greater local support 
through tax equalization and similar 
measures. The net loss is reflected in the 
educational product and declining stand- 
ards in local systems.

Of All Vices, Gambling 
Is the First and Worst 


One more comment that ought to be 
made on the current debate about vice: 


Gambling is the parent of crime. 


It is the first and worst vice on the 
list of law men from J. Edgar Hoover to 
Atlanta Police Chief Jenkins. 


When the hard hand of gambling 
closes on a community, it corrupts and 
clasps power, paving the path for other 
vices. 


Organized crime organizes around 
gambling. When a town puts gambling 
out, it delivers itself from the worst evil. 


Other vices will be relatively minor 
and disorganized when they are not drawn 
to the rich and ruinous central magnet. 
For this reason, the best law enforcement 
officers direct their best efforts against 
gambling. 


Griffin’s Administration 
Was Big, Happy Family 


Bruce Davis down in Florida feels he 
did the taxpayers of Georgia a favor by 
pocketing 10 per cent of the money we 
spent for Georgia tobacco and liquor 
stamps during the governorship of his 
brother-in-law, Marvin Griffin. We are 
glad to have this clarification. 

We confess we had detected a certain 
suspicion in the State Law Department’s 
report about him. It noted the guberna- 
torial brother-in-law was the 10 per- 
center who fixed it up for us to buy 
stamps from a New Jersey firm, without 
bids, in return for a kickback of $14,- 
246.50 from the company to the brother- 
in-law. 

“The state thereby saved money and 
I made a legitimate commission,” the 
brother-in-law now assures us. 

We had wondered about that legiti- 
macy part, naturally, when we noted Mr. 
Davis was carried neither as an employe 
nor an agent by the New Jersey firm. 
Rather he was paid personally by 42 
handwritten checks mailed direct to him 
in Florida and signed by Robert F. or 
Charles H. Harding in New Jersey, one 
check for him each time Georgia taxpay- 
ers sent the Hardings a payment for 
stamps. 

We are also pleased to have Mr. Da- 
vis’ assurance that the state really saved 
money. For a moment there we were in- 
clined te credit Robert F. Harding’s testi- 
mony—that if he had not been forced to 
pay back the $14,246.50 to the governor’s 
brother-in-law in order to get Georgia’s 
business, he could have sold us the stamps 
a little cheaper. 

Between stamp company commis- 
sions to the governor’s brother-in-law 
and tractor company commissions to the 
governor’s brother, it is clear that under 
Marvin Griffin Georgia was just one big 
happy family, but the taxpayer was the 
forgotten cousin when the “savings” were 
passed around.

LONDON—You can’t turn your back on any-

I go east to the Soviet Union for a few weeks a. 
and Khrushchev comes west to Europe for a few days. Now note what 


happens. I travel 10,000 miles tearing around Russia doing my best to 
make friends with the natives and I positively exude international 


goodwill. 

What does Mr. K. do while I 
am not here to supervise the West 
European scene? He tries to 
break our Mac’s heart and, al- 
though he doesn’t succeed, he 
treats our man in a way that we 
don’t like at all. He rubs Ike’s 
face in the mud and treats him 
quite abominably. He ruffles De 
Gaulle’s proud feathers and he 
brings joy to Adenauer’s cunning 
old heart. 

That’s what happens when I 
turn my back on the West. I shall 
stay at home for at least another 
month. 


Khrushchev never forsakes the 
kiss-and-clout formula.

On the very same day that he 
said this, Khrushchev accepted an 
invitation from the violently anti- 
American Fidel Castro to visit 
Cuba and praised him for “‘his 
heroic’ struggle for the freedom 
and independence of his country.” 

Kiss and clout. Smile and snarl. 
Hot and cold. Yes and no. We are 
getting to know this long-player. 

Five and a half million people 
in Japan have just been on the 
biggest political strike in the 
country’s history against the Kishi 
government’s policy of friendship 
with the United States. 

This gigantic demonstration is 
thus aimed at Eisenhower who is 
due to visit Tokyo on June 19. 
What will happen when the Presi- 
dent does arrive is uncertain but 
might well result in hostile riots 
on an unprecedented scale. 

One has to go back to 1928 
when Calvin Coolidge was at the 
White House to find a more luck- 
less president; for Hoover, when 
history writes its verdict, may be 
rated a shade higher than Eisen- 
hower. 

It is a melancholy story. The 
President is a kindly, honest man 
of warm heart and genuine good- 
will. Likeability, alone, is evi- 
dently not enough.

Return to Normal 


WASHINGTON — Now that the emotional 


; storms of the broken summit conference have 

— largely passed over them, the men whose duty 
it is to conduct American foreign policy in a professional and unemo- 
tional way are quietly back on the job. They are resuming ordinary 


and normal relations through ordinary and normal diplomatic chan- 


nels with the Soviet Union. 

They do not expect any miracu- 
lous easing of the new tensions 
caused by the brutality of Khru- 
shchev. But they do not go around 
seeing doom and disaster every- 
where. 

They don’t think, in short, that 
the cold war has been changed in 
any fundamental way by the sum- 
mit fiasco. 

Never having been all choked 
up with ecstacy over the glories to 
come from summitry, these pro- 
fessional diplomats are not now 
cast into darkest gloom by sum- 
mitry’s inevitable failure. 

Never having trusted Khru- 
shchev all too far, they are able 
now to avoid the temptation of 
fearing Khrushchev all too much. 
Having thought all along—espe- 
cially because of Khrushchev’s 
own bitter public words long be- 
fore the summit even met—that 
the Russians would permit no 
real conference anyhow, they are 
able now to avoid the lamenta- 
tions that in fact no real confer- 
ence was , | 

What, then, is the factual situ- 
ation now concerning the Soviet 
Union? So far as this 
ent can learn, this is about it: 

1. Speculations that Khrushchev 
is in deep trouble at home are 
not realistic. It is true, however, 
that he has been embarrassed be- 


fore his people. He had let them 
suppose he held Eisenhower in the 
palm of his hand. 

_ 2. K’s insistent threats to use 
rockets against our Allies have not 
accomplished their aim of splitting 
the West. We have reason to think, 
indeed, that the Western alliance 
: more unified militarily than be- 
ore. 

3. In spite of K’s own exces- 
sively belligerent manner, our di- 
plomatic people are finding So- 
viet diplomatic people to be act- 
ing in a reasonable and moral 
way. This is the case both in 
te and in other foreign capi- 
ais, 

4. There is actually some small 
possibility that before the next 
American president has been in- 
stalled some low-voiced progress 
may have been made toward solv- 
ing some American-Russian prob- 
lems through this kind of diplo- 
matic exchange. 

The hope is that having got a 
great deal of bile out of his sys- 
tem in a very public ‘way Khru- 
shchev may now permit some low- 
er-level secret diplomatic  ego- 
tiations on Berlin. His agents con-

Al-Anons Have Important Role 


ae In Alcoholic’s Road to Recovery 


The Atlanta group of Alcoholics Anonymous celebrated its 19th anniver- 
sary last week and right alongside the alkies, 
we (with soft drinks and coffee, of course) was a fairly new group—the Al-Anons. 


celebrating with them 


The Al-Anons are the husbands and wives or concerned parents of alcoholics, drawn together not to 


- bash over the problems of their erring kin, as you might suspect, but to root out some of their own 


problems. I called Alcoholics Anonymous to find out if Atlanta had such a group after I had read 
about its organization in other cities. 


An answering service re- 
sponded to my call and I 
thought, oh, oh, if I were a drunk 
‘seeking help, this is where I'd 


- get bogged down. But within 


about two minutes after I had 
left my name and number with 
the answering service a pleas- 
ant voiced woman called me 
back. 


“Oh, yes, we have three Al- 
Anon groups in Atlanta,” she 


assured me. “I know their work 
well. I’m an alcoholic but my 
husband is a nonalcoholic and 
he belongs to Al-Anon. They do 
a wonderful job. You know 
sometimes the best intentioned 
husband or wife can actually 
contribute to keeping an alco- 
holic on the bottle.’’ 


It was not a novel idea to me. 
The trouble is that the fright- 
ened relatives of drunks always

know this but are powerless to 
combat it. They figure that any- 
thing they do is wrong. They 
must not nag the problem drink- 
er but if they ignore his drink- 
ing will he think he’s getting 
away with something? They 
mustn't pamper him but dare 
they neglect him? 

Al-Anon was founded with the 
idea of helping people who live 
with alcoholics cope with their 
problems in the most sensible 
and helpful way, avoiding, if 
possible, the scars that such a 
life is bound to inflict on their 
own personalities. 

Interestingly enough the Al- 
Anons have 12 steps of their 
own and the first is the same as 
that adopted by A.A.: “We ad- 
mitted we were powerless over 
alcohol—that our lives had be- 
come unmanageable.” 

For the alcoholic this step is 
a must. He can’t be helped 
without it. It is also essential 
to the alcoholic’s family to real- 
ize that they cannot make him 
stop drinking. That pouring his 
liquor down the sink, warning 
local bars not to serve him, 
rationing his money, pleading 
and bargaining with him are all 
futile. The second step leads 
them, as well as the alcoholic, 
a bit farther. 

It is: “We came to believe 
-that a Power Greater than our- 
selves could restore us to san- 
ity." The Al-Anon believes pro- 
foundly that he must “Let go 
and let God,” eschewing both 
self-pity and self-righteousness.

Life in Red Jail

MILLEDGEVILLE—American pilot Francis Gary 
Powers, nostalgically viewing life from a Russian prison 
cell fronting on a sun yard, 


is not sure he’s lucky to be

He missed his wife, but pre- 
ferred to postpone her visit until 
his “fate is known.””

“My husband had no idea of 
what his ultimate fate would be 
but ‘he) has been advised he 
would be tried in accordance with 
Article Two of their criminal code 
for espionage, and the possible 
sentence according to Soviet law 
could range from seven years 
to death,” said Mrs. Powers. 


No reason was established why 
Powers delayed from his May 1 
crash until May 26 to address a 
letter to his wife, but Dr. Baugh 
speculated Powers either was 
denied permission or suffered 
from shock. 


LETTER WAS DIFFICULT 


Commented Dr. Saugh, “He 
said he had been trying to write 
this letter for a number of days. 
He finally got himself together to 
write and he said he appreciated 
the opportunity to write.’ 

The letter from Powers to his 
wife is the only communication 
known to have come from the 
pilot since he crashed May 1. 

But Soviet Premier Nikita §S. 
Khrushchev has exchanged cor- 
respondence with Powers’ father, 
Oliver Powers, 55, a Virginia cob- 
bler. The elder Powers has se- 
cured travel papers and plans a 
trip to visit his son in Russia with- 
in the next 60 days. 

Mrs. Powers has not correspond- 
ed with Khrushchev, said Dr. 
Baugh. But she will go to Russia 
if given an opportunity. 


*‘Powers said he would need her 
during and after the trial,’’ said 
Dr. Baugh. “I doubt if she would 
go at this time—or the time of 
the trial. It seems he would like 
her to come when his fate is 
known, 

“I feel Mrs. Powers will go to 
Russia if she finds she can be a 
comfort and help to him, But I 
don’t anticipate she'll be dashing 
off to Russia at this time.’’ 


CONTENTS PARAPHRASED 

Much of the letter was of a per- 
sonal nature which was not re- 
vealed at the conference, but Dr. 
Baugh did paraphrase the letter 
to this extent: 

“He said their long boat trip 
home (from Turkey) will have to 
be postponed. He also said the 
home they had planned to build 
would have to be postponed. 


Then, elaborating on the senti- 
ments of an American abruptly 
transported into an alien world, 
he added: 

“He hoped he would be able 
to build that home eventually.”

Thus, Kennedy assigned first 
priority to what he called the 
rebuilding of strength and pur- 
pose within this country and 
throughout the non-Communist 
world. 


Although accepting the adminis- 
tration argument that the collapse 
of the May Paris summit confer- 
ence resulted from Soviet “‘deter- 
mination to destroy the talks,” 
Kennedy sharply. criticized the 
administration's summit  diplo- 
macy. The administration, he 
suggested, was bankrupt of ‘‘fresh 
ideas” and had permitted the 
non-Communist world’s strength 
to deteriorate until its bargaining 
position at a summit conference 
had evaporated. 


In fact, he asserted, the at- 
tempt to ease tensions at a sum- 
mit conference were ‘‘doomed” 
before the U2 _ reconnaissance 
plane was brought down on an 
espionage ‘mission over Russian 
territory May 1. 


CITES FAILURES 


It was “doomed,” he said, 
“because we have failed for the 
past eight years to build the po 
sitions of long-term strength es- 
sential to successful negotiation. 


“It was doomed because we 
were unprepared with new poli- 
cies or new programs for the 
settlement of outstanding sub- 
stantive issues. 


“It was doomed because the 
Soviet Union knew it had more 
to gain from the increasing dete- 
rioration of America’s world posi- 
tion than from any concessions 
that might be made in Paris.” 


In place of bargaining strength 
and fresh policy positions, he 
said, the administration had re- 
lied on the hope that ‘“‘by a 
miracle of personal charm and 
public relations, the Russians 
could be cajoled into yielding 
some of their hard-won positions 
of strength.”

HELICOPTERS USED 


Emphasizing the expense of off- 
shore explorations, the executive 
said, “It’s strictly an operation 
for major oil companies or com- 
bines of smaller companies.”’ 


To get some idea of the exten- 
sive work and expense of offshore 
drilling a Constitution reporter 
took a helicopter ride to an oil 
rig in the Gulf off Louisiana's 
coast. (Oil companies drilling off- 
shore maintain heliports on the 
mainiand near the gulf. Each 
oil rig is equipped with a landing 
pad.) 
$9,000,000 RIG 


The rig consisted of two huge 
barges—one on top of the other 
with the bottom one partly sub- 
merged—on which was mounted 
massive machinery for drilling. 
Estimated cost: $9,000,000. 


The crews are well paid. Drill- 
ing is a 24-hour-a-day operation, 
and is done by two nine-man 
crews, each working 12-hour shifts. 
Each man works 14 days, then re- 
turns home for seven days off. 


The men live two to a cabin 
on the barges. Living quarters, 
the dining room, a large game 
room with television, and the ra- 
dio room are air conditioned.

During Tuesday’s business ses- 
sion, W. E. Bostwick of Arling- 
ton, the conference lay leader, 
warned that the Methodist Church

The conference statistician, Roy 
J. Bond, of Macon, told delegates 
that during the past year there 
had been a decrease of four 
churches because of consolidation 
of smaller churches in the confer- 
ence, but, he reported, total mem- 
bership increased to 144,710. 


A report submitted earlier to 
the conference by the eight dis- 
trict superintendents expressed 
concern over the “‘small”’ churches 
in south Georgia. It noted that 


members and over one-half of the 
churches have 100 or fewer mem- 
bers. 


The report also noted that one- 
fifth of the conference ministers 
are supply pastors. 


The report said that the small 
church, the number of supply pas- 
tors and declining population 
in rural areas were “brought to- 
gether here to emphasize the need 
of new methods . . . in this field.”

DANIELSVILLE, Ga., i — A 
Negro armed with two loaded 
homemade guns and a rifle was 


Charlie Knight, 45, died in 
Athens General Hospital about six 
hours after being shot by officers 
near the Danielsville Courthouse. 
Madison County Deputy Sheriff 
E. R. Colquitt and Georgia State 
Trooper F. L. Rowden said they 
fired at Knight when he raised 
his rifle and refused to drop it. 
The Negro was struck by four 
bullets. 


The employer, E. L. Estes, a 
white farmer, said Knight had 
lived on his farm for the past 40 
years. He said there had been no 
prior trouble. 


Estes said the Negro complain- 
ed of pains in his back this morn- 
ing. When they were getting 
ready to take the Negro to a 
doctor, Knight mumbled some- 
thing and pulled one of the guns 
he had made from pieces of pipe. 
The farmer said he ducked as 
Knight fired and the bullet 
creased his back. The wound 
wasn’t serious, officers said. 

At the inquest, Coroner Jim 
Harwell ruled the shooting was 
justifiable.

NEW YORK, June 14—When the United States Open was last 
played at Denver's Cherry Hills Country Club in 1938, a relatively 
unknown professional from California, Ray Ainsley, endeared him- 
self to every duffer in America. With one stab- 
bing performance he became their patron saint, 
their dream prince, their idol. On the par-four 
sixteenth hole he shot a 19, a record that will 
remain imperishable because none would be 
foolhardy enough to break it. 


Ainsley hit one into the swift-moving creek 
that guards the green and stood there, flailing 
away with more ardor than effectiveness. When 
he halted his endeavors, a bewildered little girl 
nudged her mother. 


“It must be dead now, mommy,” she said 
sadly. ‘‘The man has stopped swinging his stick 
at it.”

The golf writers of that era apparently had little appreciation 
of true history.

“One of Ainsley’s blows lifted a speckled trout high in the 
air,”’ recounted the demon reporter. ‘‘One of the spectators sug-

took another notch in the pants of his diving bell and continued 
trying to hit the ball. 


“He scorned treacherous currents that swirled about him and 
threatened to sweep him into whirlpools. He ignored the dangers of 
boulders, seaweed and the incoming tide. No man ever showed 
more gameness.”’ 


Eventually the harassed hacker backed his ball into a neutral 
eddy and blasted it out of the creek—beyond a tree on the far side 
of the green. Then he had to thrash his way free from the under- 
brush. The next day an official asked the new record-holder why 
he hadn’t lifted his ball from the water hazard at penalty of only
